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A  Note  From  The  President,  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr. 


When  I  assumed  my  position  as 
president  last  year,  I  had  no  idea  of 
what  I  was  facing  with  Baptist  College 
at  Charleston.  Several  months  after  my 
arrival,  the  school  plummeted  into 
financial  stress.  That  is  why  it  makes 
me  extremely  happy  and  proud  to  an- 
nounce that  Baptist  College  is  meeting 
its  challenge  and  the  school  is  begin- 
ning to  turn  around. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  our  turn- 
around is  that  we  had  an  88  percent 
student  retention  rate  for  last  year. 
This  is  especially  significant  because 
most  colleges  have  a  much  lower  rate. 
Also,  our  enrollment  for  this  fall  was 
up  three  percent. 

Another  significant  highlight  last 
year  was  that  Baptist  College  had  its 
most  successful  annual  fund  raising  ef- 
fort ever.  The  1984-85  Annual  Fund 
Drive  brought  in  the  targeted  one 
million  dollars  ahead  of  schedule. 
Another  marked  improvement  was 
paying  all  of  our  bills  for  last  year.  We 
haven't  done  that  in  many  years.

Baptist  College  is  meeting  the 
challenge  set  before  it,  but  only 
because  of  the  support  and  resounding 
faith  it  has  received  from  Trustees, 
faculty,  staff,  alumni  and  friends.  Our 
strength  lies  in  those  who  care  about 
Baptist  College. 

In  order  to  continue  the  growth  and 
development  of  Baptist  College,  the 
administration  and  Trustees  devised  a 
three-phase  Plan  for  Progress.  The 
first  phase  of  the  Plan  for  Progress  is 
renewal.  In  other  words,  we  clarified 
our  mission:  to  promote  academic  ex- 
cellence in  a  Christian  environment. 
The  Trustees  then  established  a  goal 
which  is  realistic  and  achievable:  to 


develop  high  quality  students  with 
strong  Christian  values  who  will 
become  leaders  in  the  21st  century. 

Once  we  set  ourselves  on  the  right 
path  we  were  able  to  enter  phase  two, 
stabilization.  In  this  phase  we  are 
working  toward  bringing  in  more 
students,  strengthening  our  faculty  and 
staff  and  solidifying  a  strong  financial 
base.  We  already  see  this  phase  work- 
ing because  of  our  increased  retention 
and  enrollment  rates.  Also,  paying  all 
of  our  bills  for  last  year  was  another  in- 
dication that  we  are  on  the  right  track. 

The  last  phase  is  excellence.  It  en- 
compasses our  dreams.  We  want  to  in- 
crease funding  in  order  to  offer  pro- 
fessorships to  attract  outstanding  in- 
structors, establish  chairs  to  involve  ex- 
perts from  many  fields  and  enhance 
our  relations  with  South  Carolina  Bap- 
tists. 

In  order  to  follow  our  Plan  for  Pro- 
gress, we  launched  our  three-year 
Challenge  Campaign  and  set  a  goal  of 
$12  million.  This  money  will  provide 
resources  for  the  college  to  reach  new 
standards  of  academic  quality,  recruit 
outstanding  faculty  and  students,  offer 
scholarships  and  loans,  retire  our 
chapel  debt  and  high  interest  notes  and 
increase  the  endowment  fund. 

The  South  Carolina  Baptist  Conven- 
tion gave  us  its  seal  of  approval  for  the 
campaign  by  passing  a  resolution  to 
support  our  church  fund  raising  ef- 
forts. 

The  Challenge  Campaign  will  be  a 
significant  force  in  ensuring  that  Bap- 
tist College  meets  its  challenge  in  the 
1980's  and  beyond.  During  the  pre- 
campaign  period  we  received  gifts  and 
commitments  totaling  $4  million.  Our 
campaign  will  make  a  real  difference  in 
the  development  of  high  quality 
students  with  strong  Christian  values 
who  will  become  leaders  in  the  21st 
century.

"The  light  will  shine  on  the  cross 
and  be  very  beautiful  at  night,"  says 
Julia  Yost.

"It  is  a  message,"  she  says.  "The 
cross,  pointing  high  and  always  there. 
That  is  the  kind  of  signal  Ollie  would 
have  loved  to  see  made  possible." 

Julia  Yost's  face  was  alight  with  joy 
when  she  arrived  at  Baptist  College, 
checkbook  in  hand.  "A  tithe,"  she 
said.  "Something  very  special  I  could 
give  that  would  be  a  visible  memorial 
to  Ollie." 

The  idea  of  a  light  for  the  steeple  of 
Lightsey  Chapel  appealed  to  her  im- 
mediately. "I  can't  think  of  anything 
Ollie  and  I  would  like  more.  If  you  can 
see  the  cross,  you  will  always  know. 
The  cross  says  it  all.  It  always  has,  and 
it  always  will." 

Some  weeks  later,  a  dedication  of 
the  lights  was  arranged  by  Summerville 
Baptist  Church.  First,  there  was  a 
prayer  time  in  the  chapel  with  Dr. 
James  Storm's  message  of  light  and  a 
re-consecration  of  Mrs.  Yost's  life  as 
she  departed  again  for  the  mission 
field. 

Each  person  leaving  the  chapel  was 


handed  a  lighted  candle  to  carry  into 
the  night.  The  reflection  pond  was  en- 
circled and,  in  the  gathering  darkness, 
Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.,  led  in  a 


prayer  of  dedication.  As  the  people 
lifted  their  heads,  the  lights  were 
turned  on  for  the  first  time  in  memory 
of  Oliver  J.  Yost. 


Baptist  College  Family  Mourns  Losses 


Baptist  College  at  Charleston 
remembers  three  of  its  finest,  most 
loved  friends:  Furman  R.  Gressette  of 
St.  Matthews,  Dr.  Ella  Levett  of  Sum- 
merville and  Dr.  Roy  O.  McClain  of 
Orangeburg. 

Gressette,  a  member  of  the  original 
Board  of  Trustees  for  Baptist  College, 
died  on  April  20,  1985.  The  college 
mourns  the  passing  of  Gressette  who 
gave  of  himself  to  the  institution  dur- 
ing its  beginnings  and  never  ceased  to 
support  it  throughout  his  life. 

Gressette  was  responsible  for  pro- 
viding the  college  with  its  "Patriotic 
Center"  where  the  flag  and  sundial 
stand.  He  was  an  attorney  and  a  strong 
Christian.  He  was  committed  to  always 


playing  by  the  rules  and  to  responsible 
stewardship  of  time  and  resources. 

Dr.  Ella  P.  Levett,  retired  professor 
of  history  and  foreign  languages  at 
Baptist  College,  died  February  13, 
1985.  Levett  joined  the  faculty  during 
the  college's  first  year  and  taught  until 
1976  when  she  was  awarded  the  status 
of  emeritus  professor. 

"Dr.  Ella  was  prepared  for  her  life 
and  for  the  responsibilities  that  were 
hers,"  said  Dr.  James  Storm,  former 
pastor  of  Summerville  Baptist  Church. 
"She  was  a  prepared  person  and  a 
prepared  professor.  Whether  in  the 
classroom  or  in  the  Sunday  school 
room,  she  loved  teaching." 

Levett  held  a  doctorate  degree  in 


history  from  the  University  of  Chicago 
and  a  doctorate  degree  in  languages 
from  the  University  of  Salanca,  Spain. 

Dr.  Roy  O.  McClain,  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  Orangeburg,  and  one 
of  the  Baptist  College  at  Charleston's 
first  supporters,  died  on  November  21, 
1985. 

McClain  was  a  graduate  of  Furman 
University  and  received  his  Th.D. 
degree  from  Southern  Seminary.  He 
had  honorary  degrees  from  Mercer  and 
Furman  Universities.  He  served  as 
president  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Pastors'  Conference  in  1962  and  for 
four  years  was  preacher  for  the  Baptist 
Hour,  Radio  and  Television  Commis- 
sion. 
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A  S.C.  First  —  Baptist  College  Requires  Computer  Literacy  Course

Beginning  with  the  1985  fall 
semester,  Baptist  College  became  the 
first  four-year  college  or  university  in 
South  Carolina,  and  one  of  the  very 
few  in  the  nation,  to  require  a  course  in 
computer  literacy  for  graduation. 

"We  see  computer  literacy  as  being 
as  important  as  the  traditional  re- 
quirements, such  as  English, 
mathematics,  history  and  religion," 
says  Dr.  A.K.  Bonnette,  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs. 

Placement  of  the  new  course  in  the 
list  of  core  requirements  comes  as  a 
result  of  curriculum  changes  made  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  "The  real  key  to  in- 
tegrating the  computer  into  the  cur- 
riculum is  a  computer-literacy 
faculty,"  says  Bonette.  "To  achieve 
this,  we  realized  we  had  to  liberate  the 
faculty  from  anxiety  that  is  experienc- 


ed by  people  unfamiliar  with  the  com- 
puter." 

Faculty  training  has  been  given 
priority.  Last  year  a  faculty  computing 
area  was  established  under  the  direc- 
tion of  professor  Stanley  Ricketts  of 
the  Business  Administration  Depart- 
ment. Here  computer  workshops  and 
individual  instruction  help  faculty  to 
become  "literate."  They  can  experi- 
ment with  computerized  instructions 
and  can  test  new  programs  coming 
available  in  their  respective  areas  of  in- 
terest. 

Once  thought  of  as  being  mainly  the 
domain  of  the  math  and  business 
areas,  computers  are  being  integrated 
into  every  discipline. 

"As  integration  of  the  curriculum 
becomes  more  complete,  the  oppor- 
tunities for  exposure  to  the  computer 


increase  proportionally,"  says  James 
Roberts,  BCC  professor  in  charge  of 
computer  literacy  programs. 

"During  the  past  year,  for  example, 
a  computerized  laboratory  was 
established  in  the  Department  of 
Music.  This  laboratory  allows  a  stu- 
dent composer  to  create  music  on  a 
keyboard  and  have  the  score 
automatically  print  out  on  the  com- 
puter. This  equipment  also  is  used  to 
reinforce  aural  perception  in  scales, 
key  signatures,  intervals,  triads, 
rhythm  and  meter." 

The  computer  is  seen  as  an  exacting 
means  of  education  and  will  be  used  to 
develop  skills  and  foster  creative  think- 
ing. A  student  essay  done  on  a  word 
processing  program,  for  example,  can 
be  projected  onto  a  screen  for  the  en- 
tire class  to  see,  then  be  critiqued  and 
improved.  To  aid  students  who  have 
difficulty  typing,  a  computerized 
keyboarding  course  will  be  offered. 
Reading  specialist  Eve  Coleman  will 
use  the  computer,  as  will  Joan  Buchar 
of  the  foundation  programs,  for 
students  who  need  assistance  in  reading 
and  math.  Dr.  S.M.  Mayo,  head  of  the 
Religion  Department,  will  be  teaching 
Bible  and  Greek  via  the  computer.  The 
Department  of  Art  will  integrate  a 
computer  into  appreciation  and  com- 
mercial art  courses.  Physical  education 
students  will  use  the  computer  in  mo- 
tion analysis.  Natural  science  will  be 
assisted  by  computer-aided  instruction 
in  zoology,  botany  and  human 
anatomy.  Psychology  students  will  per- 
form more  indepth  statistical  analysis 
through  newly  acquired  statistical  pro- 
grams. 

"Success  will  have  been  achieved  in 
all  this  when  everyone,  students  and 
faculty  alike,  are  thoroughly  familiar 
with  use  of  computers,"  says  Bon- 
nette. "Then  we  will  no  longer  need  the 
course."

Baptist  College  got  into  the  football 
spirit  this  year  with  its  first  club  foot- 
ball team  which  went  undefeated  in  its 
first  season. 

Last  December  Baptist  College's 
Board  of  Trustees  realized  that  club 
football  would  not  only  be  a  fun  activi- 
ty for  the  students,  but  also  could  serve 
as  a  recruiting  tool  for  new  students. 
The  extra-mural  team  has  no  connec- 
tion with  the  athletic  department.  It 
functions  out  of  the  academic  depart- 
ment as  a  student  activity. 

Charles  Welty,  assistant  professor  of 
physical  education  and  club  football 
coordinator,  was  charged  with  the  task 
of  recruiting  players,  gathering  equip- 
ment and  arranging  a  schedule. 

"Bob  Pinney,  director  of  BCC  food 
services,  and  I  began  recruiting 
students  at  the  end  of  February,"  says 
Welty.  "We  recruited  strictly  by 
telephone  and  mail." 

As  a  result,  they  came  up  with  56 
new  full-time  students  —  mostly 
freshmen.  Fifty  students  are  players 
while  six  serve  as  support  personnel. 
The  academic  requirements  for  playing 
club  football  are  the  students  must  be 
full-time  and  each  must  pass  24 
academic  hours  per  year. 

While  recruiting  players,  Welty 
hunted  for  equipment  and  arranged  the 
fall  season's  schedule  for  games  and 
practices.  Then  he  chose  the  coaches. 

Frank  Cuda,  a  BCC  graduate  and 
principal  of  Alston  Middle  School  in 
Summerville,  SC,  serves  as  the  football 
club  head  coach  on  a  volunteer  basis. 
Cuda  gained  recognition  as  a  football 
coach  when  he  was  assistant  coach  for 
the  Summerville  High  School  football 
team  for  seven  years. 

Pinney  is  joined  by  Wade  Mazell,  a 
Summerville  City  Police  Officer,  and 
Bo  Blanton,  manager  of  Kings  Grant 
and  George  Miler  Country  Clubs,  who 
serve  as  assistant  coaches. 

"The  players  and  coaches  have  hit  it 
off  well,"  comments  Welty.  "Our  pro- 
gram is  doing  what  it  was  intended  to 
do.  We  are  bringing  in  new  students 
while  offering  another  extra-curricular 
activity  all  of  our  students  can  enjoy." 

The  BCC  football  club  emerged 
undefeated  for  its  first  season.  They 
met  head  on  against  club  teams  from 


Clemson  University,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Appalachian  State 
University  and  Gallaudet  College  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

"Our  football  team  offers  our 
students  a  healthy  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivity for  their  enjoyment  and  enrich- 
ment in  the  spirit  of  competition," 
comments  Baptist  College  President 
Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr.  "The  addition  of 


the  football  club  is  another  example  of 
how  we  are  working  to  better  the  cam- 
pus lives  of  all  BCC  students. 

"Chuck  Welty  and  the  volunteer 
coaching  staff  deserve  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  establishing  a  strong 
football  club,"  continues  Hunter.

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BCC  Athletic  Teams  Score  An  Overall 
Winning  Percentage  for  1984-85

1985  Winter  and  Spring  Sports 

Record  setting  performances  and  an 
overall  winning  percentage  of  .517  (76 
wins  against  71  losses)  for  the  winter 
and  spring  sports  set  the  going  trend 
for  Baptist  College  athletics. 

The  Buccaneer  men's  basketball 
team  finished  with  a  13-15  win-loss 
record,  losing  seven  games  by  only  six 
points  or  less  against  some  of  the 
toughest  teams  in  the  nation. 

The  women's  basketball  team  finish- 
ed below  the  .500  level,  but  set  a  school 
record  for  most  wins  in  a  season  with 
eight  wins  against  13  losses. 

The  Buccaneer  baseball  team  finish- 
ed with  a  winning  mark  setting  a  school 
record  for  wins  in  a  season  with  a 
record  of  21-19. 

The  track  team  again  proved  that  it 
is  one  of  the  best  track  and  field  teams 
in  the  nation  posting  a  29-1  mark  in 
1985.  The  29  wins  surpass  the  previous 


record  of  24  set  in  1982.  James  Quinn 
qualified  for  the  NCAA  Nationals, 
placing  fifth  in  the  110-meter  high 
hurdles  giving  the  Bucs  54th  place  in 
the  nation  against  232  NCAA  Division 
I  teams. 

Both  men's  and  women's  tennis 
teams  struggled  last  season  with  the 
men  posting  a  3-14  win-loss  record  and 
the  women  finishing  with  a  2-9  record. 
With  a  new  tennis  coach,  Marvin 
Grooms,  the  tennis  teams'  futures  look 
brighter. 

1985  Fall  Sports 

The  1985  fall  sports  program  ended 
with  the  Buccaneer  soccer,  volleyball 
and  cross  country  teams  posting  an 
overall  27-22-1  record  for  a  .550  win- 
ning percentage. 

The  soccer  team  finished  with  a 
7-10-1  record  and  came  in  fifth  place  in 
the  Big  South  Conference  Champion- 


ships. Second  year  head  coach  Mike 
Matricciano  was  generally  pleased  with 
this  season's  results  which  is  an  im- 
provement over  last  year's  6-13-0. 

The  volleyball  team,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  first  year  head  coach  Amir 
Khaledi,  won  their  last  nine  matches  of 
the  season  to  finish  with  a  20-12 
record.  Next  season  the  Lady  Bucs  will 
be  competing  in  Big  South  Conference 
play. 

The  men's  and  first  ever  women's 
cross  country  teams  had  a  good  fall. 
The  men's  team  finished  in  third  place 
in  the  Big  South  Conference  Cross 
Country  Championships.  Stewart 
Uldrick  was  the  overall  individual  win- 
ner earning  all-conference  honors. 

The  women's  cross  country  team 
had  some  fine  individual  efforts.  Julie 
Alridge  won  several  major  meets  and 
placed  in  the  top  10  in  every  race  she 
ran  this  season. 


Gulf  Atlantic  Co.  Buys 
Unused  BCC  Land 


Baptist  College  at  Charleston  sold 
180  acres  of  land  recently  to  The  Gulf 
Atlantic  Company  of  Greenville,  SC, 
as  part  of  the  college's  Plan  for  Pro- 
gress. 

The  contract  signed  by  company  of- 
ficials and  Dr.  Jairy  C.  Hunter,  Jr., 
Baptist  College  president,  sealed  the 
agreement  to  sell  the  land  for  $15,000 
per  acre. 

The  college's  Board  of  Trustees 
voted  to  sell  the  land  on  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Land  and  Resource 
Development  Committee  chaired  by 
trustee  member  Lloyd  E.  Sineath,  a 
Charleston  attorney.  The  committee, 
composed  of  present  and  past  trustees, 
worked  with  Mayor  Joseph  P.  Riley  of 
the  City  of  Charleston,  Mayor  John  E. 
Bourne  of  the  City  of  North 
Charleston  and  the  Commission  of 
Public  Works  to  clear  legal  hurdles  and 
prepare  the  land  for  sale. 

"Baptist  College  took  a  giant  step 


toward  obtaining  financial  stability 
and  future  success  by  selling  this 
land,"  says  Sineath.  "We  are  making 
great  strides  in  our  Plan  for  Progress." 

"We  are  following  our  Plan  for  Pro- 
gress, and  Baptist  College  is  becoming 
stable  financially,"  says  Hunter.  "We 
are  committed  to  our  mission  —  to 
develop  high  quality  students  with 
strong  Christian  values  who  will 
become  leaders  of  the  21st  century."

For  more  than  20  years  I  have  writ- 
ten countless  words  about,  to  and  for 
Baptist  College.  Good-byes  are  rare  in 
my  vocabulary.  None  of  us  who  have 
ever  truly  been  a  part  of  creating,  pro- 
moting and  protecting  this  institution 
will  ever  leave  it.  We  are  bone,  flesh 
and  blood  of  it.

Carroll  Sees  Space  As  Our  Last  Frontier 


"We  have  no  choice  but  to  press  on 
to  the  development  of  more  cost  effec- 
tive means  of  space  exploration  and 
travel,"  says  Dr.  Robert  Carroll,  Pro- 
fessor Emeritus  of  Baptist  College. 
Carroll  says,  "As  long  as  we  are  earth- 
bound,  we  will  continue  our  self- 
destructive  ways,  with  wars  and  waste 
and  stress-crowded  lives." 

Carroll,  BCC's  first  math  and 
physics  professor,  has  spent  his  entire 
adult  life  in  the  study  of  space  and 
theories  to  develop  what  he  describes 
as  "non-spectacular"  space  fuels.  Un- 
til space  shuttles  can  take  off  with  as 
little  excitement  as  do  our  passenger 
aircraft  of  today,  Carroll  believes  we 
will  be  dealing  with  cumbersome  fuels. 

During  the  years  he  was  chief 
engineer  and  dean  of  academics  at 
Patuxent  River,  MD,  Carroll  authored 
"Physical  Reality."  Then  his 
"Aerodynamics  of  Powered  Flight" 
came  off  the  press  and  was  used  as  a 
textbook  at  the  Naval  and  Air  Force 
Academies  and  at  numerous  other  col- 
leges and  universities  for  more  than  ten 
years. 


Also,  it  was  during  these  years  that 
he  made  close,  personal  ties  with  John 
Glenn,  Al  Sheperd  and  Wally  Schirra, 
a  student  in  Carroll's  classes. 

"Human  beings  always  need  a  fron- 
tier. The  only  remaining  frontier  is 
space,"  Carroll  points  out.  "Unless  we 
continue  to  explore  this  and  find  our 
place  within  it,  our  civilization  will 
continue  its  self-destruction." 

Carroll  confides  that  his  lifelong 
fascination  for  mathematics,  physics 
and  space  travel  began  in  his  twenties 
when  he  was  converted  to  faith  in  God. 

"At  that  time  I  determined  I  would 
give  my  life  to  help  mankind  reach  the 
highest  possible  achievements  in  the 
study  of  the  skies.  Each  of  us  at  some 
time  will  break  the  barriers  of  time  and 
space  and  travel  from  earth  to  the 
heavens." 

Until  that  day,  Carroll  will  continue 
to  search  for  his  own  highest  possible 
achievements  toward  unlocking  doors 
to  space  frontiers. 

"I  have  written  many  things  that  are 
now  obsolete,"  he  says.  "I  see  where  I 
can  expand  and  develop  theories  I 


thought  were  complete.  I  have  just 
finished  28  new  articles,  and  I  believe 
they  give  continuity  to  original  ex- 
periments and  theories  I  authored  in 
my  earlier  years."
